REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of the County of Fitlisborough : 


Agreeably to the laws of the state of New Hampshire, the fol- 
lowing report is respectfully submitted by the county commis- 
sioners for the year 1893, also the reports of the superintendent 
of the county farm, chaplain and physician of the almshouse and 
house of correction, county treasurer, clerk of the supreme court, 
solicitor, sheriff, jailer, and auditors, with a copy of the proceed- 
ings of the county convention. 

There has been no essential change regarding the county farm, 
almshouse, and house of correction at Wilton since our last re- 
port. The buildings have been kept in good repair, the farm 
well cultivated, and crops of all kinds have equaled the average 
of past years. The horses and neat stock are in good condition, 
showing that they are receiving the attention demanded. ‘ 

At present the institution is somewhat crowded with inmates, 
but it is hoped that the room will be sufficient for the demand 
until better accommodations can be furnished. 

We are under great obligation to Mr. and Mrs. Libbey, the 
superintendent and matron, for their constant care and untiring 
efforts in behalf of the inmates, the best interest of the county, 
and in readily complying with the suggestions of the commission- 
ers. ‘The subordinate officers, many of whom have seen years of 
service in the institution, merit our thanks for continuing to 
faithfully perform their several duties to the satisfaction of those 
by whom they are employed. 

The school at the institution, we claim, for the teachers and 
scholars is equal to any district school in the county. 

Rev. T. O. Harlow, chaplain, and Dr. C. E. Higgins, physi- 
cian, have continued their faithful services during another year, 
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and are interested for the best interests of the unfortunates. The 
Catholic inmates of the institution receive spiritual advice from 
Rev. Father Hannon, who visits them once a month, and by 
his kindness and interest«n their welfare has won their respect, 
and is highly esteemed by all connected with the institution. 

It will be seen by the table of expenses that the amount paid 
for assisting paupers and dependent soldiers off the farm has been 
about four thousand dollars ($4,000) less than the preceding 
year, while the expenses at the farm have increased, but not in 
proportion to the increase of the number of inmates. 

The rate of "insurance on the county farm buildings at Wilton 
has been increased from one and three fourths per cent to three 
per cent. Many of the policies were canceled before they ex- 
pired. At the present time the buildings are reasonably well 
insured, 

As the result of a session of the county convention held at the 
almshouse in Wilton, January 27, 1893, a committee appointed 
to select another county farm reported at a convention held in 
Manchester, November 8, 1893. A minority report was accepted 
by passing a resolution instructing the county commissioners to 
purchase a farm in Goffstown known as the Grasmere farm. On, 
the 21st day of December, 1893, the farm was deeded to the 
county by the P. C. Cheney Co. on the following basis: Four 
notes of four thousand dollars each ($4,000) were issued to the 
owners for payment of sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000), the pur- 
chase price. One note becomes due December 21, 1894; the 
other three December 21, 1895. ‘The interest rate is four per 
cent. The agreement is that any of the notes can be taken up 
before maturity if the commissioners so decide. 

By an act of the legislature, January session, 18y3, the county 
was authorized to issue bonds for the purpose of funding the in- 
debtedness of the county, but on account of the state of the 
money market, until the present time they have not been placed 
on the market, but it is now purposed to issue them at an early 
date. 

‘The commissioners wish to thank the overseers of the poor for 
the readiness with which they have complied with their sugges- 
tions in the management of dependent soldiers and county pau- 
pers in the towns of this county. 
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We respectfully invite the citizens of the county to visit the 
county farm and almshouse at their pleasure, and inspect all de- 
partmeuts of the institution. 


JAIL. 


By an act of the legislature, January session, 1893, three crim- 
inal terms of court will be held during the year,— the first Tues- 
day in January, the first Tuesday in May, and the third Tuesday 
in September. It is hoped that the number of inmates at the 
jail willthus at any one time be many less. The jailer and Mrs. 
Wadsworth have continued their faitiful services to the satisfac- 
tion of the commissioners and for the best interest of the county, 
and merit our sincere thanks.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COUNTY 
FARM. 


Zo the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 

LIillsborough : 

GENTLEMEN,— In commencing my first report to your board, 
I desire to say that during the six months that I have occupied 
the position of superintendent I have labored hard to become 
acquainted with the duties of the position, and if I have not 
come up to your expectations, it is not because I have not tried 
to do so. 

During the summer months we have had a larger number of 
inmates than is usually the case at that season. 

It will be seen by the statistics that the number of deaths was 
larger than in previous years; this was caused by pneumonia 
having gained a foothold in the institution in the early months 
of the year. 

During the first month of my service here, the rams, which in 
connection with a wind mill furnish the water supply for the 
institution, were overhauled, a new and larger pipe was laid from 
them to the reservoirs, and now we have no trouble in obtaining 
all the water required for ordinary purposes. 

The crops were up to the average in quantity and quality with 
the exception of some of the garden products which were nearly 
destroyed by a violent hailstorm. 

The buildings have been painted outside, the work being done 
almost entirely by the inmates, and the walls inside have been 
whitewashed and tinted, this also by labor of inmates. 

Our school continues to receive the commendation of the vis- 
itors who inspect it and listen to the children go through their 
exercises. 

I particularly desire to return my thanks to your board for the 
kindness and forbearance you have shown to our inexperience 
and shortcomings in our new position. 
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My thanks are due to the old help who have served the county 
faithfully and shown nothing but good feeling for the new super- 
intendent and matron. My dealings thus far with the business 
men have convinced me of their courtesy and fairness and the 
neighbors whose acquaintance I have made prove friendly and 
accommodating.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County : 


GENTLEMEN,— During the last half of January, the whole of 
February, and the first half of March, acute lung troubles pre- 
vailed at the Hillsborough county almshouse to an unusual ex- 
tent. In two months there were more than twenty cases 
of pneumonia, and many more of severe bronchitis. As most 
of the afflicted were enfeebled by age and other causes, the 
death rate was high. It is, perhaps, not possibie to give an en- 
tirely satisfactory reason for the rather remarkable prevalence of 
lung troubles during the time mentioned. It is highly probable 
that the prolonged period of unusually cold weather had much 
to do with it. Iam satisfied that under favorable circumstances 
pneumonia is, to a limited extent, contagious. Since April the 
general health of the inmates has been comparatively good, there 
having been but little acute sickness. 

Thanking you for your courteous treatment, this report is 
respectfully submitted.

The new superintendent and matron have rendered valuable 
assistance to me in the discharge of my duties, for which I am 
deeply grateful. I would also acknowledge my indebtedness to 
all the officers of the institution for their kindness and courtesy 
to me.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
LTillsborough : 


GENTLEMEN,— The following is my report as solicitor from 
April 1, 1893, to December 31, 1893: 


There were upon the supreme court docket of this county for 
the March term, 1893, one civil case (Hugene G. Libby v. 
County) and nine criminal cases; one civil case (County v. 
fired M. Dodge) and six criminal cases appealed from justice 
and police courts were entered, and one hundred thirty indict- 
ments were found at that tern. All of the foregoing were re- 
ceived by me for disposal from my predecessor. One hundred 
and one indictments were found; one civil case (Rose Pelkey, 
County Plaintiff in interest, v. Louts Godipie) and six criminal 
appealed cases were entered at the last September term of court. 
The above shows a total of two hundred fifty-two criminal and 
three civil cases. 

Two of the civil cases (County v. Dodge and County v. God- 
zpie) have been settled. All of the criminal cases have been dis- 
posed of with the exception of about twenty-five which will be 
continued to the next term of court. The money accruing to 
the county from fines and costs in the criminal and in settlement 
of the civil cases has been paid by the parties either to the 
sheriff or to the clerk of the supreme court; no payments what- 
ever have been made to me. One suit has been brought upon a 
defaulted recognizance (State v. F. /. Prat#), and the same 
will be entered at the January term of court.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE HILLSBOROUGH 
COUNTY CONVENTION. 


JANUARY SESSION, 1893. 


Agreeably to the requirements of the Public Statutes of the 
state of New Hampshire, the representatives from the towns in 
Hillsborough county met in the office of the adjutant-general at 
Concord, on Wednesday, January 11, 1893. 

On motion it was voted that Charles Scott, of Peterborough, 
be chosen chairman of the convention for the ensuing term of 
two years. 

On motion it was voted that P. H. Sullivan, of Manchester, 
be chosen clerk of the convention for the ensuing term of two 
years. 

On motion it was voted to adjourn to meet at the call of the 
chairman.

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JANUARY 27, 1893. 


Agreeably to the vote at the meeting on January 1g, the rep- 
resentatives of Hillsborough county visited the county farm at 
Wilton. The trip from the station in Wilton to the farm was 
made in sleighs provided by the commissioners. ‘The party con- 
sisted of the representatives, commissioners, county officers, and 
invited guests. Shortly after arrival at the farm a bountiful meal 
was served, to which all present did ample justice. 


FORMAL MEETING. 


At 12.40 P. M. the convention was called to order by Chair- 
man Scott in the large dining-room at the farm. He commented 
upon the large and satisfactory attendance of representatives, and 
said that several matters of the utmost interest and importance 
to the people of the county must come up for their consideration, 
and concluded by calling upon the treasurer of the county, E. F. 
Jones, of Manchester, for a statement of the county’s condition 
‘financially and otherwise. 

Mr. Jones stated that he was not a member of the convention, 
and could not in strictness take part in its deliberations, but he 
had been requested to be present by the commissioners, to make 
some statement to the members of the affairs of the county. 
This he proceeded to do, speaking at length upon the increase 
of the county population, and the consequent increase of county 
expenses. He stated that the commissioners would call for 
$136,000 per year in 1894 and 1895, and in conclusion recom- 
mended funding of the county debt, and the passage by the legis- 
lature of an act authorizing the county so to do. 

Moved by Mr. Felt, of Hillsborough, that a committee of five 
be appointed to introduce a bill allowing the county to bond its 
debt; also to look up matter of changing locality of the farm. 

Motion withdrawn. 

Moved by Mr. Gilmore, of Manchester, that a committee of 
five including the chairman be appointed by the chair to prepare 
a bill to be introduced in the legislature providing that the county 
of Hillsborough be empowered to bond its debt. 


Carried. 
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The chairman announced the committees as follows: Scott, of 
Peterborough ; Gilmore, of Manchester; Felt, of Hillsborough ; 
Barker, of Wilton; Noble, of Nashua. 

The convention then proceeded to discuss the matter of the 
removal of the county farm to some more convenient site. It 
was urged by Messrs. Mullen and Sullivan, of Manchester, Felt, 
of Hillsborough, and others, that the farm was very inconven- 
iently located for transportation of persons and goods, and so 
inaccessible, especially in winter time, as to be practically de- 
fenceless in case of fire, and they urged that the convention take 
immediate steps for removal to some more desiderable point. 

On motion of Mr. Felt, of Hillsborough, it was voted that a 
committee of ten be appointed by the chair to consider the ad- 
visability of moving the county farm from Wilton, to consider 
location, what sort of buildings would be needed, make estimates 
of their probable cost, and so forth, and report to the convention _ 
as soon as possible. 

The chairman stated that he should need some time for ap- 
pointing this committee, and that he would announce it later. 

Some further discussion as to the matter involved in the last 
vote ensued, whereupon the chairman asked an expression of 
opinion from the representatives as to the advisability of removal. 

All expressed themselves in favor of removal with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Everett, of Nashua, who stated that he was not in 
favor of removing the farm, but thought that some change should 
be made whereby the paupers might be kept separate from the 
criminals. 

Mr. Gilmore, of Manchester, called for the opinion of the 
county commissioners upon the question of removing the farm 
from Wilton, and they stated that they were a unit in favor of 
its removal. 

Mr. Jones, county treasurer, stated that it would take time for 
removal, and that meanwhile repairs would be needed, and the 
property at the farm must be taken care of. 

A vote of thanks was moved and carried, expressing to the 
commissioners and superintendent the appreciation of the con- 
vention for the courtesies of the occasion. 


Voted to adjourn subject to the call of the chair.

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After adjournment the representatives, under the guidance of 
the commissioners and superintendent, proceeded to make a tour 
of the farm and inspection of the buildings. Everything was 
found in admirable ‘condition, but the lack of proper means of 
exit from the different buildings in case of. fire, and appliances 
for fighting the same, were painfully apparent. 

Representatives and guests took sleighs for the Wilton station 
and returned to Nashua and Manchester upom the five o’clock 
train.

Mr. Gilmore, of Manchester; Mr. P. H. Sullivan, of Manches- 
ter; Mr. Brigham, of Nashua; Mr. Cummings, of Nashua; Mr. 
Killey, of Manchester; Mr. Noble, of Nashua; Mr. Cleasby, of 
Hollis; Mr. George, of Goffstown; Mr. Bowers, of Merrimack ; 
Mr. Wason, of New Boston. 

Mr. Wason, of New Boston, asked what the committee was 
expected to do, stating that he was not present at the meeting of 
January 27, 1893, at the county farm. ‘The chairman outlined it, 
as he understood it, as being to consider the best place for the 
location of the farm, the kind of buildings needed, and so forth, 
and report to the convention. 

The recommendation of the county commissioners for county 
appropriations for the years 1894 and 1895 respectively was 
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then submitted, the total for each year according to the appro- 
priation asked for being $136,000. 

On motion of Mr. Gilmore, of Manchester, it was voted that 
the recommendation be accepted and adopted, and that the con- 
vention appropriate the sum of $136,000 per year for the years 
1894 and 1895 respectively, as follows :

AN ACT 


In RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT SOLDIERS AND 
PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE SOLDIERS’ HOME IN CER- 


TAIN CASES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 


General Court convened: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 41 of the Session Laws of 1885, entitled 
<¢ An act for the relief of poor persons who have served in the 
army or navy of the United States, and their dependent fam- 
ilies,’? and chapter 45 of the Session Laws of 1887, in amend- 
ment of said act, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any person, resident in this state, who 
enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned and served 
as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in the army or navy 
of the United States, in the war of the Rebellion, and who re- 
ceived an honorable discharge, not being under guardianship or 
legal restraint, shall become poor and unable to provide main- 
tenance for himself and dependent family, such person, his wifé, 
widow, or minor children, or such of said children as are unable 
to maintain themselves, shall be supported at the public’ expense 
in the town or city of their abode, at their own home or such 
place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the overseers 
of the poor or the county commissioners shall deem right and 
proper; provided, that no person shall receive aid under the 
provisions of this act unless he has resided in this state three 
years or more before making application for such aid; and, fre- 
vided, that any person applying for such aid shall, when re- 
quested, furnish to the county commissioners or the overseers of 
the poor the certificate of a reputable physician, resident in the 
county in which he lives, that he is incapacitated to perform 
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manual labor; and, provided, that no person shall, while re- 
ceiving aid under the provisions of this act, use intoxicating 
liquors to an extent which will render him incapable of working 
at his usual occupation ; and, provided, that any person receiv- 
ing aid under the provisions of this act, who receives a pension 
from the United States government, shall, while receiving such 
aid, apply such pension to the support of himself and dependent 
family, and shall, when requested, furnish to the overseers of the 
poor or the county commissioners satisfactory proof that such 
pension has been applied; and, fvovided, that no person re- 
ceiving aid under the provisions of this act shall sell any articles 
furnished him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, nor 
share any such.aid with any persons other than those above 
named as being entitled to the benefit of thisact. Neglect by any 
person applying for or receiving aid under the provisions of this 
act to comply with the foregoing provisions and conditions shall 
relieve the town or county hable for such person’s support from 
the provisions of this act, so far as such person is concerned ; 
and such person may be supported at the town or county alms- 
house. 

SEcT. 3. The county commissioners or the overseers of the 
poor of any town may require any person applying for aid 
under the provisions of this act, who is eligible for admission, 
to make application for admission to the New Hampshire Sol- 
diers’ Home, in case he has no family or settled place of abode, 
whenever in their discretion they may deem it best; and if such 
person refuses to make such application, or, if admitted, refuses 
to go to said soldiers’ home, the county or the town shall be 
relieved from the provisions of this act, so far as such person is 
concerned, and he may be supported at the county or town alms- 
_ house. 

Sect. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed’; and this act shall take 
effect upon its passage.
